'w\rnXTlSAThS  Library  was  founded,  seventeen  years  ago 
track  and  field  athletics  were  practically  unknown  outside  the  larger 
colleges  and  a  few  athletic  clubs  in  the  leading  cities,  which  gave  occa- 
sional meets,  when  an  entry  list  of  250  competitors  was  a  subject  of  c^^^ 
ment;  golf  was  known  only  by  a  comparatively  few  persons,  lawn  tennis 
had  some  vogue  and  base  ball  was  practically  the  only  established  field 
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sport,  and  that  in  a  professional  way;  basket  ball  had  just  been  invented; 
athletics  for  the  schoolboy— and  schoolgirl— were  almost  unknown,  and 
an  advocate  of  class  contests  in  athletics  in  the  schools  could  not  get  a 
hearing.  To-day  we  find  the  greatest  body  of  athletes  in  the  world  is 
the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  of  Greater  New  York,  which  has  had 
an  entry  list  at  its  annual  games  of  over  two  thousand,  and  in  whose 
"elementary  series"  in  base  ball  last  year  106  schools  competed  for  the 
trophy  emblematic  of  the  championship. 

While  Spalding's  Athletic  Library  cannot  claim  that  the  rapid  growth

Paris,  1900;  director  Pan-American  Exposition  athletic  department,  1901; 
chief  department  physical  culture  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition,  St. 
Louis,  1904;  secretary  American  Committee  Olympic  Games,  at  Athens. 
1905;  honorary  director  of  Athletics  at  Jamestown  Exposition,  1907;  secre- 
tary American  Committee  Olympic  Games,  at  London,  1908;  member  of 
the  Pastime  A.  C,  New  York;  honorary  member  Missouri  A.  C,  St.  Louis; 
honorary  member  Olympic  A.  C,  San  Francisco;  ex-president  Pastime 
A.  G.,  New  Jersey  A.  C,  Knickerbocker  A.  C;  president  Metropolitan 
Association  of  the  A.  A.  U.  for  fifteen  years;  president  Outdoor  Recrea- 
tion League;  with  Dr.  Luther  H.  Gulick  organized  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  of  New  York,  and  is  now  chairman  of  its  games  commit- 
tee and  member  executive  committee;  was  a  pioneer  in  playground  work 
and  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Outdoor  Recreation  League  of  New  York ; 
appointed  by  President  Roosevelt  as  special  commissioner  to  the  OljTnpic 
Games  at  Athens,  1906,  and  decorated  by  King  George  I.  of  the  Hellenes 
(Greece)  for  his  services  in  connection  with  the  Olympic  Games;  ap- 
pointed special  commissioner  by  President  Roosevelt  to  the  Olympic 
Games  at  London,  1908;  appointed  by  Mayor  McClellan,  1908,  as  member 
of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Greater  New  York.

For  quarter  of  a  century  Mr.  Walter  Camp 
of  Yale  has  occupied  a  leading  position  in  col- 
lege athletics.  It  is  immaterial  what  organiza- 
tion is  suggested  for  college  athletics,  or  for 
the  betterment  of  conditions,  insofar  as  college 
athletics  is  concerned,  Mr.  Camp  has  always 
played  an  important  part  in  its  conferences, 
and  the  great  interest  in  and  high  plane  of 
college  sport  to-day.  are  undoubtedly  due  more 
to  Mr.  Camp  than  to  any  other  individual.  Mr. 
Camp  has  probably  written  more  on  college 
athletics  than  any  other  writer  and  the  leading  papers  and  maga- 
zines of  America  are  always  anxious  to  secure  his  expert  opinion  on  foot 
ball,  track  and  field  athletics,  base  ball  and  rowing.  Mr.  Camp  has  grown 
up  with  Yale  athletics  and  is  a  part  of  Yale's  remarkable  athletic  system. 
While  he  has  been  designated  as  the  "Father  of  Foot  Ball,"  it  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  during  his  college  career  Mr.  Camp  was  regarded  as  one 
of  the  best  players  that  ever  represented  Yale  on  the  base  ball  field,  so 
when  we  hear  of  Walter  Camp  as  a  foot  ball  expert  we  must  also  remem- 
ber his  remarkable  knowledge  of  the  game  of  base  ball,  of  which  he  is  a 
great  admirer.  Mr.  Camp  has  edited  Spalding's  Official  Foot  Ball  Guide 
since  it  was  first  published,  and  also  the  Spalding  Athletic  Library  book 
on  How  to  Play  Foot  Ball.  There  is  certainly  no  man  in  American  college 
life  better  qualified  to  write  for  Spalding's  Athletic  Library  than  Mr.

NAAIE. 
This  League  shall  be  called  the  "Hudson  River  Basket  Ball 
League  of  Xew  York." 

OBJECTS. 

Section  i.    The  objects  of  this  League  are: 

To  perpetuate  basket  ball  as  the  national  mid-winter  sport  and 
to  surround  it  with  such  safeguards  as  to  warrant  absolute  public 
confidence  in  its  integrity  and  methods  b}-  establishing  a  uniform 
code  of  rules,  and  by  offering  protection  to  its  members  and 
bodies  af^liated  with  the  League. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  2.  This  League  shall  consist  of  the  following  mem- 
bers: Catskill,  N.  Y. ;  Hudson,  N.  Y. ;  Kingston,  X.  Y. ;  New- 
burgh,  N,  Y. ;  Yonkers,  N.  Y. ;  Poughkeepsie,  X.  Y. ;  Troy,  X.  Y. ; 
Paterson,  X.  J.,  and  such  other  clubs  and  organizations  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  admitted  to  membership  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

SALE  OR  DISPOSAL  OF  FRAXCHISE. 

Section  3.  Any  club,  member  of  this  League,  shall  have  the 
right  to  dispose  of  its  rights  and  franchise  as  a  member  of  the 
League  to  some  other  organization,  providing  said  club  shall 
assume,  together  with  the  rights  and  franchise  of  said  retiring 
club,  all  the  liabilities,  responsibilities  and  obligations  entered 
into  by  said  retiring  club  to  this  League. 

RIGHTS  AXD  FRAXCHISE. 
Section  4.  Every  club  in  this  League  shall  have  exclusive 
control  of  the  city  in  which  it  is  located,  and  no  visiting  League 
club  shall  under  any  circumstances  be  allowed  to  play  any  club 
in  such  territory  other  than  the  League  club  therein  located 
without  the  consent  of  the  local  League  club. 
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ADMISSION  OF  NEW  MEMBERS. . 

Section  5.  No  club  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  unless 
it  shall  first  have  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League  a 
written  application,  signed  by  its  President  and  Secretary,  and 
accompanied  by  documents  shovv^ing  that  it  bears  the  name  of 
the  organization.      * 

(i)  The  voting  upon  an  application  for  membership  shall 
be  by  ballot,  a  three-fourths   vote  being  required  for  election. 

TERMINATION  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 
Section  6.     The  membership  of  any  club  may  be  terminated: 
(i)     By  resignation  duly  accepted  by  a  three-fourths    vote  of 
all   clubs   in   meeting   duly  convened. 

FORFEITURE  OF  FRANCHISE. 
Section  7.     The  franchise  of  any  club  may  be  forfeited : 
(i)     By  failure  to  post  forfeit  money  at  stated  time. 

(2)  By  failure  to  play  scheduled  games  unless  caused  by  un- 
avoidable   accidents    or    delays. 

(3)  By  playing  any  game  of  basket  ball  with  a  club  that  is 
declared  disqualified  or  ineligible  by  the  League. 

(4)  By  offering,  agreeing,  or  conspiring  or  attempting  to  lose 
any  game  of  basket  ball  or  failing  to  immediately  expel  any 
player  who  shall  be  proven  guilty  of  offering,  agreeing,  conspiring 
or  attempting  to  lose  any  game  of  basket  ball. 

(5)  By  failure  or  refusing  to  fulfill  its  pecuniary  contractual 
obligations  to  the  League. 

GUARANTEES. 

Section  8.  (i)  The  guarantees  shall  be  as  agreed  upon  by 
the  different  League  managers. 

(2)  Agreements  as  to  guarantees  must  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary  ten  days  before  opening  of  the  League  season. 

CLUB   DEPOSIT. 
Section  9.     Each  club  shall  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November  a  check  for  $50  as  a  guarantee 
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fund  to  secure  the  continuance  of  the  ckib  throughout  the 
championship  season,  and  as  a  guarantee  of  payment  of  all  assess- 
ments and  tines. 

ASSESSMENTS. 
Section  io.     Each  club  shall  be  assessed  such  amount  as  may 
be  decided  upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors  as  necessary  to  pay 
the  running  expenses  of  the  League. 

OFFICERS. 
Section  it.     At  its  annual  meeting  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
elect   a   President,   Vice-President,   Treasurer   and    Secretary. 

DIRECTORS. 

Section  12.  (i)  Directors  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  elect  officers,  admit  clubs  to  membership,  settle  all  manner  of 
disputes  and  controversies  between  the  respective  teams,  impose 
fines,  penalties  and  assessments,  and  dispose  of  all  other  matters 
of  whatsoever  kind  where  power  and  authority  to  do  the  same 
is  not  specially   delegated  to  others  under  the   Constitution. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  a  representative  of 
each -club  in  the  League. 

•  (2)  Where  two  or  more  persons  claim  the  right  to  represent 
their  respective  club  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  demand  such  credentials  as  they  desire,  and 
proceed  to  determine,  prior  to  taking  up  the  regular  business  of 
the  meeting,  who  is  the  proper  representative,  and  so  certify. 

(3)  The  regular  representative  shall  have  the  right  to  give 
his  proxy  to  any  other  member  of  his  organization  and  to  no 
other  person. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  PRESIDENT,  VICE-PRESIDENT, 
TREASURER  AND  SECRETARY. 
Section  13.  (i)  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  League.  He  shall  report  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Constitution  that  may  come  to  his  knowledge.  He  shall  be 
the  sole  interpreter  of  the  playing  rules  during  the  champion-. 
3hip  season,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  hereinafter 
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provided.  Should  the  office  of  President  become  vacant,  hj 
death,  resignation  or  removal,  the  League  shall  within  thirty 
(30)  days  thereafter  elect  a  President.  During  such  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  President  the  Vice-President  shall  assume  the 
duties  of  the  office.  All  regular  expenses  incurred  by  the  Presi- 
dent in  fulfilling  or  performing  his  duties  shall  be  paid  by  the; 
League, 

(2)  The  Vice-President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  in  the 
absence  of  the  President. 

(3)  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds  of  the 
League,  receive  all  dues,  fees  and  assessments,  make  such  pay- 
ments as  shall  be  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  League,  rendering  a 
report  of  his  accounts  at  annual  meeting. 

(4)  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  and  care  of  the 
official  records  and  papers  of  the  League,  and  shall  keep  a  true 
record  of  all  meetings  of  the  League;  shall  issue  all  official 
notices  and  attend  to  the  necessary  correspondence,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  such  books  and  stationery,  blanks  and  materials 
as  the  actual  duties  of  his  office  may  require. 

(5)  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  infractions  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  League  that  may  come  under 
his  notice  and  shall  make  a  report  on  the  same  at  the  next 
meeting. 

RESERVATION  OF  PLAYERS. 

Section  14.  Each  club  a  member  of  this  League  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  right  of  reservation.  On  or  before  the  last  meet- 
ing in  each  year  they  shall  transmit  to  the  Secretary  a  reserve 
list  of  the  players,  not  exceeding  the  number  of  eight  (8)„ 
whose  services  it  desires  to  retain  for  the  ensuing  season,  and 
who  are  then  under  contract  to  the  said  club  for  the  current  or 
any  successive  season  or  seasons,  including  the  names  of  such 
players  reserved  in  any  previous  annual  list  who  have  refused 
to  contract  with  said  club.  Such  players,  'together  with  all 
others  thereafter  to  be  regularly  contracted  with,  shall  be  in- 
eligible to  contract  with  any  other  club  in  this  League,  but  .no 
club  shall  have  the  right  to  reserve  any  player  when  in  arrears 
of  salary  to  him.    The  Secretary  shall  promulgate  such  lists,    Con- 
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tracts  must  be  tendered  all  players  on  or  before  October  15,  or 
such  players  become  free  agents. 

Any  member  of  the  League  shall  have  the  right  to  sell  or 
dispose  of  any  or  all  of  its  pla3^ers  at  any  time,  and  such  players 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  play  with  the  team  selling  or  disposing 
of  them  during  the  balance  of  the  season,  or  the  succeeding  sea- 
son, without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

After  February  i  no  club  shall  have  the  right  to  sign  a  player 
unless  it  shall  have  been  given  permission  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the   Board  of  Governors. 

NEGOTIATING  FOR  SERVICES. 
Section  15.     No  player,  without  the  consent  of  the  club  with 
which  he  is  under  contract  or  reservation,  shall  enter  into  negotia- 
tions  with  any  other  club   for   further  services. 

(2)  Any  manager,  player  or  any  one  connected  with  a  team 
caught  tampering  with  signed  players  will  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  $25. 

CONTRACTS. 

Section  16.  A  telegram  or  letter  of  acceptance  must  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary  before  a  player  is  eligible  to  participate 
in  any  championship  game,  to  be  followed  with  a  contract,  in 
form  approved  and  promulgated  by  the  League,  within  five  days 
after  the  player  reports,  or  the  games  in  which  said  player 
participates  shall  be  forfeited. 

Section  17.  The  League  shall  adopt  such  form  of  contracts 
as  it  may  deem  best  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  parties 
thereto.    All  contracts  must  be  approved  by  the  President 

Section  18.  No  club  shall  have  more  than  eight  players 
under  contract  and  reservation  at  any  one  time. 

SUSPENSION  AND  EXPULSION  OF  PLAYERS. 
Section  19.  Any  player,  while  under  contract  with  or  reserva- 
tion by  a  League  club,  who  shall,  without  the  consent  of  such 
club,  enter  the  services  of  any  other  club  in  any  capacity,  shall 
be  Hable  to  expulsion  by  said  club.  Whenever  a  club  releases  a 
manager  or  player,  or  suspends  or  expels  a  manager  or  player, 
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that  club  shall  within  twenty-four  hours  notify  the  Secretary  of 
this  League,  stating,  in  case  of  release,  the  date  when  same 
takes  effect,  and  in  cases  of  suspension  or  expulsion,  the  cause 
thereof.     Penalty,  $io. 

Section  20.  No  manager  or  player  who  has  been  suspended 
or  expelled  from  a  League  club  shall  at  any  time  thereafter  be 
allowed  to  play  with  or  serve  in  any  capacity  any  League  club 
(either  the  one  expelling  him  or  any  other),  unless  the  term  of 
suspension  has  expired,  or.  upon  his  appeal  to  this  League,  such 
expulsion  or  suspension  shall  have  been  set  aside. 

DISPOSITION  OF  PLAYERS  WHEN  CLUB  DISBANDS 
OR  IS  EXPELLED. 
Section  21.  The  disbandment  of  a  League  club,  or  its  with- 
drawal from  or  loss  of  League  membership,  shall  operate  as  a 
release  of  its  players  from  contract  and  reservation  of  said  club, 
but  the  right^  to  contract  with  and  reserve  said  players  shall  be 
subjected  to  transfer  to  such  other  club  as  the  League  may 
designate  after  acceptance  of  sealed  bids  from  all  clubs  desiring 
their  services.  In  case  of  failure  of  a  player  to  report,  purchase 
money  to  be  refunded.  The  team  bidding  highest  for  a  player 
must  have  purchase  money  in  hands  of  the  Treasurer  before  said 
player  is  eligible  to  play.  If  no  bids  are  received  for  a  player 
within  ten  days  he  becomes  a  free  agent. 

PLAYING   WITH    OUTSIDE    CLUBS. 

Section  22.  No  game  of  basket  ball  shall  be  played  between 
a  League  club  and  any  other  club  that  has  been  expelled  from 
membership  of  this  League,  nor  shall  a  game  be  played  between 
a  League  club  and  any  other  club  employing  or  presenting  on 
its  team  a  player  expelled  or  under  suspension  from  the  League 
or  otherwise  rendered  ineligible  by  this  League  or  a  club  member 
thereof.  Exhibition  games  between  clubs  of  this  League  pro- 
hibited, prior  to  or  during  the  championship  season.  A  penalty 
of  $25  for  any  infraction  of  this  rule. 

Exhibition  games  with  teams  not  members  of  this  League  shall 
not  be  played  on  a  foreign  floor  for  less  than  a  guarantee  of 
$35.     Any  violator  of  this  rule  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $25, 
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CROOKEDNESS   AND    ITS    PENALTIES. 

Section  23.  An}'  person  who  shall  be  proven  guilty  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  offering,  agreeing,  conspiring  or  attempting 
to  cause  any  game  of  basket  ball  to  result  otherwise  than  on  its 
merits  under  the  playing  rules,  shall  be  forever  disqualified  from 
acting  as  umpire,  manager,  player  or  in  any  other  capacity  in 
any  game  of  basket  ball  participated  in  by  a  League  club,  unless 
such  disqualification  shall  be  removed  by  a  three-fourths  vote 
of  the  League, 

REFEREES. 

Section  24.  A  staff  of  League  referees  shall  be  selected  by 
the    President  before   the   opening  of   the   regular   season. 

(2)  They  shall  be  paid  such  compensation  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  decide. 

(3)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  League  club  to  accept  as 
referee  for  any  championship  game  such  referee  or  substitute 
as  the  President  shall  assign  to  such  game.  Any  violator  of  this 
rule  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $25. 

(4)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  referee  to  enforce  the  rules 
as  they  are  written,  regardless  of  personal  opinion  as  to  their 
merits,  subject  to  the  President's  instructions  as  to  their  proper 
interpretation.  They  shall  familiarize  themselves  with  these 
sections  of  the  Constitution  and  obey  all  orders  of  the  President 
assigning  their  services. 

(5)  Referees  failing  to  report  to  the  President  within  twenty- 
four  (24)  hours  any  game  which  has  been  protested  or  in 
which  there  has  been  a  direct  violation  of  the  rules,  shall  be 
fined  not  less   than  one    ($1)    dollar. 

In  case  of  failure  of  the  regular  referee  to  appear  to  officiate 
at  a  championship  game,  the  managers  of  the  contesting  teams 
may  agree  upon  a  substitute,  and  said  substitute  referee  shall 
be  vested  with  full  authority.  He  shall  be  paid  the  regular  fee 
for  his  services. 

PLAYING  RULES. 

Section  25.  This  League  shall  adopt  such  playing  rules  as  it 
deems  best  for  the  conduct  of  its  business. 
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THE  CHAMPIONSHIP  SCHEDULE. 
Section  26.  All  championship  games  shall  be  arranged  in  a 
written  schedule  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  League  and 
reported  to  and  adopted  by  the  League  by  a  three-fourths  vote 
before  the  beginning  of  the  championship  season.  The  schedule 
shall  provide  for  an  equal  number  of  return  games  and  shall 
specify  the  date  of  each  game  of  tlie  series.  If  agreeable  to  both 
teams,  changes  in  the  schedule  are  permissible,  but  dates  must 
be  arranged  and  the  Secretary  notified  within  ten  days  after  the 
original  date  of  the  game,  but  the  game  must  be  played  prior  to 
the  completion  of  the  playing  schedule  of  team  granting  request 
to  change  original  date. 

THE   CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Section  27.  The  championship  of  the  League  shall  be  con- 
tended for  yearly  by  the  clubs  composing  the  League. 

Section  28.  The  championship  season  shall  extend  from  such 
date  in  November  to  such  date  in  March  or  April  as  the  League 
may  determine  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting. 

Section  29.  Every  game  played  between  two  clubs  from  the 
commencement  of  the  championship  season  to  the  completion  of 
the  championship  series  between  such  clubs  shall  be  a  game  for 
the  championship,  and  no  League  club  shall  lend  or  exchange 
players  to  or  with  each  other  for  any  game  played  during  the 
championship  season. 

Section  30.  Each  club  shall  play  as  many  championship  games 
with  every  other  club  as  arranged  for  by  the  schedule  of  the 
League,  but  a  tie  or  drawn  game,  or  a  game  prevented  by  other 
means,  shall  be  played  off  on  the  same  floor  on  a  date  satis- 
factory to  both  managers,  said  date  to  be  before  the  close  of  the 
regular  scheduled  League  season. 

Section  31.  Each  club  shall  have  the  championship  series  of 
games  with  every  other  club  played  on  its  home  floor,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  for  in  Section  35. 

FORFEITED  GAMES. 
Section   32.     A   club   shall  be   entitled  to   forfeited  games,   to 
count  in  its  series  as  games  won,  by  a  score  of  2  goals  to  nothing. 
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Section  ss-  I"  case  where  the  referee  in  any  championship 
game  should  award  the  game  to  such  club  on  account  of  the 
violation  by  the  contesting  club  of  any  section  of  this  Constitu- 
tion or  of  any  playing  rules.  In  the  event  of  a  forfeiture-  for  any 
reason  the  forfeiting  club  shall  incur  a  fine  of  $50,  and  any 
damages  suffered  by  the  non-offending  club  shall  be  paid  out  of 
such  penalty.  In  addition  to  the  penalty  above  referred  to,  the 
captain  or  manager,  or  the  person  in  charge  of  the  offending 
team  and  responsible  for  the  team  leaving  the  floor,  shall  incur 
a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  ($10)  dollars,  which  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  League,  said  penalty  not  to  be  remitted 
under  any  circumstances.  In  case  such  penalties  are  not  paid 
within  ten  days  after  being  imposed,  the  club  and  players  cannot 
participate  in  a  championship  game. 

WIXXIXG  A  PENNANT. 
Section  34.  The  club  which  shall  have  won  the  greatest  per- 
centage of  games  in  the  championship  in  the  League  shall  be 
declared  the  champion  club  for  the  season  in  which  such  games 
were  played.  In  the  event  that  two  or  more  clubs  shall  have 
won  the  same  percentage  of  games,  then  the  President  and  the 
two  clubs  tied  shall  at  once  arrange  a  special  series  of  five  games  ^ 
between  such  two  clubs,  such  games  to  be  played  at  the  close 
of  the  season,  and  the  games  so  played  shall  be  included  in  the 
championship  record  and  counted  in  determining  the  award  of 
the  championship. 

DECIDING  THE  CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Section  35.  The  championship  shall  be  decided  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  \\'ithin  twenty-four  hours  after  every  match  game 
played  for  the  championship  the  home  club  shall  prepare  and 
forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League  a  statement  containing 
the  full  score  of  the  game,  together  with  the  date,  the  place  where 
played  and  the  names  of  the  clubs  and  referees,  the  club  neglect- 
ing to  forward  such  score  to  be  fined  $1  as  the  penalty  of  such 
default.  At  the  close  of  the  season  the  Secretary  shall  prepare  a 
tabular    statement    of   the    games    won    and    lost   by   each    club. 
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according  to  the  statements  so  sent  him.  Such  statements  shall 
be  approved  by  an  official  of  home  team,  and  he  shall  submit 
the  same  with  statements  so  sent  him  to  the  President,  who 
shall  make  the  award  in  writing  and  report  the  same  to  the 
League  at  its  annual  meeting. 

MEETINGS. 
Section  36.     The  annual  meetings  of  the  League  shall  be  held 
on    first    Saturday    after   Labor    Day   of   each   year,    and    special 
meetings  at  call  of  President  or  on  request  of  three  clubs. 

CLUB  REPRESENTATIVES. 
Section  2>7-  At  annual  meeting  each  club  shall  be  represented 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  only  one  representative,  but  no  club 
shall  be  permitted  to  send  as  a  representative  any  person  under 
contract  or  engagement  as  a  player,  unless  manager  belonging 
to  the  team  of  said  club  in  such  capacity.  Every  Director  shall 
present  a  certificate  of  his  appointment,  duly  attested  by  at 
least  two  officers  of  the  club,  showing  his  authority  to  act,  as  no 
club  shall  have  more  than  one  vote. 

QUORUM!. 
Section   38.     A   representation    of   a    majority   of   clubs   shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  less 
number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  a  quorum  is  obtained. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 
Section    39.     The    following    shall    be    the    order    of   business, 
unless  suspended  by  the  three-fourths  vote  of  the  club  members. 

1.  Roll  call. 

2.  Reading  of  minutes  of  last  meeting. 

3.  Secretary's  report. 

4.  Collection   of  dues. 

5.  Treasurer's  report. 

6.  Reports  of  committees. 

7.  Election  of  members. 

8.  Miscellaneous  or  new  business, 

9.  Adjournment. 
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AMENDMENTS. 

Section  40.  (i)  The  Constitution  of  this  League  ma\'  be 
altered  or  amended  by  three-fourths  vote  of  the  League  at  any 
annual  meeting  or  by  a  unanimous  vote  at  any  other  time ; 
provided,  however,  that  this  action  and  Section  3  shall  not  be 
altered  or  amended,  except  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  this  League. 

(2)  Any  action  of  this  Constitution  may  be  suspended  or 
its  provision  made  non-applicable  by  a  unanimous  vote  at  a 
League  meeting. 
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National  Rules 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  AND  PROTECTION  OF  THE 
GAME  OF  BASKET  BALL. 


RULE    L 

THE  FLOOR 

All  League  ehampiGiiship  games  must  be  played  in  a  hall  suffi- 
ciently large  to  allow  of  the  placing  of  a  cage  satisfactory  to  the 
League.  Slippery  floors  must  be  rosined  on  demand  of  either 
team's   captain. 

RULE  n. 

THE    CAGE. 

The  cage  must  be  sixty-five  feet  long  and  thirty-five  feet  wide. 
The  wire  screen  must  be  no  less  than  eleven  feet  from,  the  floor 
up  and  kept  in  good  repair.  The  corners  of  the  cage  must  be 
round;  under  no  circumstance  can  a  floor  be  more  than  five 
feet  short  in  either  length  or  width,  and  then  only  by  two-thirds 
vote  of  managers.  Should  any  manager  find  it  compulsory  to 
complain  to  president  that  any  cage  is  in  poor  condition,  he, 
(the  president),  should  order  the  secretary  to  write  to  said 
manager  to  repair  said  cage  before  the  next  league  game,  which 
order  must  be  obeyed  or  said  manager  fined  for  negligence. 

RULE  HL 

LIGHT. 

The  playing  space  must  be  illuminated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
referee,  and  should  any  of  the  floors  be  poorly  illuminated  and 
complaint  made  by  visiting  manager,  the  president  should  order 
the  negligent  manager  to  better  light  up  said  floor  or  be  fined 
at  least  twenty-five  ($25)  dollars  for  neglecting  to  do  so  when 
ordered  by  the  president. 

RULE  IV. 

(JOALS 

Sect[on  I.  The  goals  shall  be  hammock  nets  of  cord  suspended 
from   metal  rings  eighteen  inches  in   diameter    (inside  m^sure- 
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ment).  The  rings  shall  be  placed  ten  feet  above  the  floor  in  the 
center  of  the  short  side  of  the  playing  field.  The  inside  rim 
must  extend  twelve  inches  from  the  official  backboard,  which 
must  be  placed  according  to  Rule  5. 

Sec.  2.  The  Spalding  goal,  made  by  A.  G.  Spalding  &  Bros., 
shall  be  the  official  league  goal. 

Sec.  3.  The  net  shall  be  at  least  two  feet  long  and  shall  be 
kept  in  good  condition. 

RULE    V. 

BACKBOARD 

Section  i.  The  official  backboard  must  present  an  absolutely 
smooth  surface  and  be  of  either  glass  or  wood,  and  must  be 
placed  solidly  against  the  cage,  in  such  a  manner  that  the  center 
•  of  the  backboard  shall  be  in  the  center  of  the  cage.  It  shall  be 
so  placed  that  one  foot  of  it  extends  below  top  of  goal,  and  must 
measure  four  feet  vertical  and  four  feet  horizontal,  inside  meas- 
urement. 

RULE  VL 

BALL 

Section  i.  The  ball  shall  be  spherical.  It  shall  consist  of  a 
rubber  bladder  covered  with  a  leather  case.  It  shall  not  be  less 
than  thirty  nor  more  than  thirty-two  inches  in  circumference.  It 
shall  weigh  not  less  than  eighteen  nor  more  than  twenty  ounces. 
It  should  be  provided  by  the  home  management.  It  must  be 
tightly  inflated,  and  laced  so  that  it  cannot  be  held  by  the  lacing, 
and  must  be  in  good  condition. 

Sec.  2.  The  ball  made  by  A.  G.  Spalding  &  Bros,  shall  be  the 
official  ball,  and  shall  be  examined  by  the  referee  before  each 
game  to  see  if  it  is  perfect. 

Sec.  3.  The  official  ball  must  be  used  in  all  league  games,  and 
by  all  teams  affiliated  with  the  same  under  penalty  of  a  forfeiture. 

Sec.  4.  The  home  team  shall  provide  the  visiting  team  with  a 
regulation  ball  in  good  condition  and  properly  inflated  for  practice. 

Sec.  5.  In  all  championship  games  the  ball  must  be  in  such 
condition  that  the  referee  can  see  the  stamp  indicating  that  such 
ball  is  an  A.  G.  Spalding  &  Bros,  official  basket  ball. 
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RULE   VII. 

THE    rLAYP:RS    AND    THF.IR    POSITIONS 

Section  i.  The  players  of  each  club  in  a  game  shall  be  five  in 
number,  one  of  whom  shall  act  as  captain. 

Sec.  2.  Under  no  circumstance  shall  more  than  eight  players 
of  any  one  team  be  allowed  to  take  part  in  any  one  league  game. 

Sec.  3.  Every  club  shall  adopt  uniforms  for  its  players,  and 
the  suits  of  each  team  shall  conform  in  color  and  style.  No 
player  who  shall  appear  in  a  uniform  not  conforming  to  the 
suits  of  the  other  members  of  his  team  shall  be  permitted  to 
take  part  in  the  game. 

Sec.  4.  Every  player  must  have  signed  a  contract  at  least  three 
days  before  he  can  compete  with  the  team  he  represents. 

RULE   VIII. 
players'  benches 

Section  i.  The  players'  benches  must  be  furnished  by  the  home 
club  and  placed  in  the  front  row  near  the  entrance  to  the  cage. 
One  such  bench  shall  be  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  visiting 
club,  and  one  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  home  club.  All 
players  not  participating  in  the  game  must  be  seated  on  this 
bench,  and  no  other  person  except  manager  shall  be  allowed  to 
occupy  seats  on  the  benches. 

Sec.  2.  To  enforce  this  rule  the  captain  of  the  other  side 
may  call  the  attention  of  the  referee  to  a  violation,  whereupon 
the  referee  shall  immediately  order  such  player  or  players  to 
be  seated.  If  the  order  is  not  obeyed  within  one  minute  the 
offending  player  or  players  shall  be  fined  one  ($1)  dollar  each 
by  the  referee.  If  the  order  is  not  then  obeyed  within  one  minute 
the  oiTending  player  or  players  shall  be  obliged  to  leave  the  play- 
ing floor  forthwith. 

RULE  IX. 

officials 
The  officials  shall  be  one  referee,  two  scorers  and  each  team 
shall   have  one   timekeeper,   who   shall,  sit  together   and   use   one 
watch,  known  as  a  foot  ball  stop  watch. 
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RULE   X. 

THE    GAME 

Section  i.  Every  championship  ganic  must  be  commenced  not 
later  than  8 :40  p.  m.,  or  as  much  earher  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  contesting  teams  and  referee. 

Sec.  2.  A  game  shall  consist  of  two  twenty-minute  halves,  with 
a  ten-minute  intermission  between  halves.  This  is  the  time  of 
actual  play. 

Sec.  3.  The  teams  shall  change  goals  at  the  end  of  the  first 
half. 

RULE   XL  • 

A    TIE    GAME 

If  the  score  be  a  tie  at  the  end  of  thp  regulation  twenty-minute 
halves,  additional  periods  of  five  minutes  shall  be  played  without 
change  of  baskets,  and  without  time  outs,  at  intervals  of  one 
minute,  until  the  game  is   decided. 

RULE    XIL 

A     FORFEITED     GAME 

Section  i.  A  forfeited  game  shall  be  declared  by  the  referee 
in  favor  of  the  club  not  in  fault,  in  the  following  cases: 

Sec.  2.  If  the  five  of  the  ckib  fail  to  appear  upon  the  floor, 
or,  being  upon  the  floor,  fail  to  begin  the  game  within  five 
minutes  after  the  referee  has  called  "play,"  at  the  hour  ap- 
pointed for  the  beginning  of  the  game  unless  such  delay  in  appear- 
ing or  in  commencing  the  game  be  unavoidable. 

Sec.  3.  If  after  the  game  has  begun  one  side  refuses  or  fails 
to  continue  playing,  unless  such  game  has  been  suspended  or 
terminated  by  the  referee. 

Sec.  4.  If  after  play  has  been  suspended  by  the  referee  one 
side  fails  to  resume  playing  within  one  minute  after  the  referee 
calls  "play." 

Sec.  5.  If  after  ordering  the  removal  of  a  player,  as  authorized 
by  Rule  8,  said  order  is  not  obeyed  within  one  minute. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  the  referee  declares  a  game  forfeited  he  shall 
transmit  a  written  notice  thereof  to  the  president  of  the  league 
within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter. 

Sec.  7.     A  forfeited  game  is  lost  by  the  score  of  2  goals  to  o. 
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RULE    XIII. 

SUBSTITUTES 

Section  i.  In  any  championship  game  each  side  shall  be 
required  to  have  present  on  the  floor,  in  uniform,  conforming  to 
the  suit  worn  by  the  team  mates,  a  sufficient  number  of  sub- 
stitute players,  not  to  exceed  eight  men,  to  take  the  place  of 
players  hurt  or  disqualified  until  the  allotted  number  of  eight 
men   is  used  up.      (See   Rule  7,   Section  2.) 

Sec.  2.  Any  such  player  may  be  substituted  at  any  time  by 
either  club,  but  a  player  thereby  retired  shall  not  thereafter 
participate  in  the  game.  The  time  out  must  be  charged  to  the 
team   making  the  change. 

RULE    XIV. 
delaying  the  game 

Section  i.  Any  persistent,  intentional  delay  of  the  game  shall 
be   counted   as   ofifence   against  the   team  so   delaying. 

Sec.  2.  The  game  shall  not  be  delayed  for  any  cause  whatever 
for  more  than  two  minutes  at  one  time.  Whenever  the  referee 
gives  an  order  to  take  out  time  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  time- 
keeper to  notify  the  referee,  fjrst,  at  the  expiration  of  one 
minute,    then   the   limit    (two   minutes). 

Sec.  3.  Whenever,  because  of  sickness  or  accident  to  a  player, 
it  becomes  necessary  for  the  referee  to  call  time,  play  must  be 
resumed  in  two  minutes,  and  during  the  intermission  no  player 
of  either  team  except  the  injured  man  shall  leave  the  cage; 
players  may  be  penalized  for  violation  of  this  rule. 

Note. — Referees  are  instructed  to  warn  players  at  the  end  of 
one  minute,  and  to  put  the  ball  in  play  at  the  expiration  of  two 
minutes,  whether  the  teams  are  ready  or  not.  If  the  injured 
player  is  unable  to  resume  play  at  that  time,  a  substitute  must 
take  his  place,  or  the  game  start  at  once  without  him.  If  a 
substitute  takes  his  place,  he  cannot  play  again  during  that  game. 

Sec.  4.  No  team  shall  be  allowed  to  stop  the  game  under  any 
consideration  more  than  two  times  in  one  half  and  only  the 
captain  can  call  the  time.  Referee  must  I3I0W  his  whistle  im- 
mediatelv. 
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RULE    XV. 

BALL    OUT    OF    BOUNDS 

Section  i.  -  The  ball  is  out  of  bounds  when  it  has  passed 
outside  the  cage,  whether  it  bounds  back  again  or  not.  It  shall, 
after  being  returned  to  cage,  be  thrown  up  by  the  referee,  as 
Rule  17,  Section  i,  and  the  two  players  shall  jump  first  whose 
position  is  nearest  the  place  where  the  ball  left  the  cage.  Time 
keepers  must  take  out  time  from  the  time  the  ball  leaves  the 
cage  until  it  is  tossed  up  by  the  referee,  without  notice  from 
the  referee. 

RULE   XVL 

SCORING   OF   GOALS 

Section  i.  A  goal  thrown  from  the  field  shall  count  as  two 
points  for  the  aggressors  of  the  basket  into  which  it  is  thrown 
(even  if  thrown  accidentally  by  the  defender  of  the  basket).  A 
goal  from  offence  shall  count  as  one  point. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  man  is  penalized  his  opponent  shall  have 
a  free  throw  for  goal.  The  man  throwing  for  goal  must  stand 
fifteen  feet  from  the  basket  on  a  line  which  shall  be  clearly 
marked  on  the  floor.  He  shall  not  cross  the  line  until  the  ball 
has  entered  or  missed  the  goal.  If  this  rule  is  violated  by  his 
-team  mate,  the  goal,  if  scored,  shall  not  count  and  the  ball  shall 
be  thrown  up  in  center.  If  this  rule  is  violated  by  an  opponent 
and  the  goal  is  not  scored,  he,  the  thrower,  shall  be  given 
another  throw,  and  if  the  goal  is  missed,  the  ball  shall  be  con- 
sidered in  play.  If  the  ball^is  caged  on  the  first  throw,  notwith- 
standing that  an  opponent  steps  across  the  line,  the  goal  counts 
and  the  ball  is  thrown  up  in  center.  The  fifteen  feet  from  the 
basket  should  be  tneasured  from  the  center  of  the  basket,  and 
not  from  the  cage. 

Sec.  3.  No  player  shall  stand  nearer  than  six  feet  to  the 
thrower,  nor  in  a  lane  six  feet  wide  extending  from  the  thrower 
to  the  goal,  which  lane  shall  be  clearly  marked  on  the  floor,  nor 
interfere  with  the  ball  until  after  it  has  either  entered  or  missed 
the  goal.  The  thrower  shall  not  be  interfered  with  in  any  way 
whatever,  either  by  player  or  spectator.  If  this  rule  is,  violated 
and  a  goal  is  not  made,  he  shaK  have  another  throw. 
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Sec.  4.  If  a  player  throws  for  a  goal  and  the  whistle  of  the 
referee  or  timekeeper  sounds  while  the  ball  is  in  the  air,  and  the 
throw  results  in  a  goal,  it  shall  count,  provided  the  team  that 
scores  .does  not  commit  a  foul. 

Sec.  5.  A  goal  scored  before  the  whistle  can  be  blown  for  an 
offence  made  by  the  team  scoring  shall  not  count,  but  if  a 
player,  while  throwing  for  the  goal,  is  offended  by  an  opponent, 
and  succeeds,  both  offence  and  goal  shall  count. 

Sec.  6.  A  ball  entering  the  baskets,  and  if  in  any  way  it  is 
batted  out  again  by  an  opponent,  the  goal  shall  count  as  scored.. 

Sec.  7.  Putting  one  or  both  feet  on  the  side  of  the  cage  where 
basket  is  located,  is  a  foul.  If  a  goal  is  made  by  a  player  from 
the  team  offending,  the  goal  shall  not  count. 

Sec.  8.  When  two  players  on  opposite  sides  commit  an  offence 
at  the  same  time  the  throw  for  goals  should  take  place  in  suc- 
cession,, the  ball  after  each-  throw  being  dead,  time  to  be  taken 
out,  on  order  of  the  referee.  After  these  throws  the  ball  shall 
be  put  in  play  again  in  the  center. 

RULE    XVII. 

PUTTING    r.ALL    IN    PLAY 

Section  i.  The  referee  shall  put  the  ball  in  play  by  tossing 
it  up  in  a  plane  at  right  angles  to  the  side,  so  that  it  will  drop 
near  the  center  of  the  field,  which  shall  be  indicated  by  a 
conspicuous  mark.  This  is  to  be  done  at  the  opening  of  the  game, 
at  the  beginning"  of  the  second  half  and  after  each  goal.  The 
mark  where  the  ball  is  thrown  up  is  to  be  two  straight  lines 
twelve  inches  longhand  must  be  three  feet  apart. 

Sec.  2.  After  the  referee  tosses  the  ball  up  in  the  center  at 
least  twelve  feet,  it  must  first  be  touched  by  one  of  the  center 
men  on  its  downward  course,  who  shall  have  been  previously 
indicated  to  the  referee.  The  men  who  are  to  jump  for  the  ball 
must  toe  the  lines  with  the  forward  foot.  Violation  of  this  rule 
constitutes  an  offence.  Both  men  must  jump  for  the  ball.  Players 
must  not  run  up  to  the  line,  but  stand  still. 

Skc.  3.  After  the  whistle  is  blown  by  the  referee  for  a  scrim- 
mage or  any  stoppage  of  the  game,  other  than  starting  a  half, 
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he  shall  put  the  ball  in  play  i)\  tossing  ii  up  in  such  manner 
that  it  will  drop  near  the  spot  where  it  was  when  time  was  called. 

Sec.  4.  The  opponents  nearest  the  spot  when  time  was  called 
shall  jump  for  the  ball  after  the  play  is  resumed.  They  shall 
be  indicated  by  the  referee,  \vho  shall  put  the  ball  into  play 
by  tossing  up.      (iVs  per  Rule  XVII,  Section  2.) 

Sec.  5.  When  the  ball  is  held  by  two  players  any  longer  than 
five  seconds,  the  referee  shall  blow  the  whistle,  stop  the  play 
'and  toss  the  ball  up  from  where  it  was  called  or  held.  The 
first  two  men  having  hold  of  the  ball  shall  be  left  to  play  for  the 
possession  of  the  ball  until  the  whistle  is  blown.  If  a  third  man 
interferes,  the  whistle  shall  be  blown  for  a  scrimmage. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  ball  is  put  in  play  the  players  who 
are  to  jump  must  keep  the  hand  not  used  in  batting  the  ball,  to 
their  sides ;  and  they  must  stand  three  feet  apart.  Using  both 
hands  to  catch  the  ball  before  the  same  has  been  put  in  play 
properly  shall  constitute  an  offence,  as  the  ball  must  be  batted 
with  one  hand.  j^^LE   XVIII. 

PLAYING   THE   BALL 

Section  i.  The  ball  shall  not  be  kicked  or  struck  with  the 
fist.     Violation  of  this  rule  is  an  offence,  and  shall  be  penalized. 

Note. — When  the  ball  is  kicked  by  mistake,  the  referee  need 
not  penalize  player,  but  should  bring  the  ball  back  and  put  it  in 
play  from  the  spot  where  the  kicking  occurred. 

Sec.  2.  A  player  must  aot  run  with  the  ball  in  his  hands; 
he  must  play  it  from  the  spot  where  he  receives  it.  He  must 
not  advance  one  step  with  the  ball  without  dribbling.  A  player 
catching  the  ball  while  running,  must  dribble  or  pass  it  to 
another  player,  unless  he  stops  immediately.  Otherwise,  catching 
the  ball  and  taking  more  than  one  step  will  be  considered  running. 

Note.— A  dribble  is  a  play  in  which  a  player  gives  impetus  to 
the  ball  by  throwing,  batting  or  bouncing,  with  one  or  both 
hands.  The  dribble  is  permitted  with  one  or  both  hands,  also 
the  goal  is  allowed  after  the  dribble  with   one  or  both  hands. 

Sec.  3.  The  interference  with  the  progress  of  a  player  who 
has  not  the  ball  shall  be  termed  blocking. 

Sec.  4.     If  the  ball  strikes  the  referee,  it  is  still  in  play. 
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RULE   XIX. 

COVERING   PLAYERS 

Section  i,  Both  arms  around  a  player  shall  be  considered  an 
offence.  Should  a  player  be  charged  or  otherwise  injured  by  an 
opponent  while  shooting  for  the  goal  and  forced  to  retire  from 
the  game,  the  offending  player  must  be  disqualified  for  that  game. 

Sec.  2.  Players  must  keep  one  arm  free  when  playing  an 
opponent  from  the  rear. 

RULE  XX. 

ROUGH    AND  UNGENTLEMANLY    PLAY 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  no  shouldering,  tripping,  striking, 
kicking,  slugging  or  intentional  or  unnecessary  roughness  of  any 
kind.  Violation  of  this  rule  constitutes  an  offence,  and  the 
referee  may,  for  the  first  offence,  and  shall,  for  the  second  offence, 
disqualify. the  offender,  who  will  be  suspended  for  the  next  game 
that  his  team  is  scheduled  to  play.  An  offence  is  a  violation  of 
the  rules,  whether  committed  unintentionally,  ignorantly  or  other- 
wise. The  fact  that  an  offence  is  made  is  the  only  guide  for  the 
official  for  calling  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  A  substitute  shall  be  allowed  for  a  player  who  has 
been  disqualified  (unless  the  offending  team  has  already  played 
eight  men  in  the  game,  in  which  case  the  team  is  compelled  to 
play  out  the  match  short-handed  or  forfeit),  and  the  offence  com- 
mitted by  him  shall  count. 

RULE   XXL 

THE    REFEREE    AND    HIS    DUTIES 

Section  i.  The  referee  is  the  representative  of  the  league,  and 
as  such  shall  have  power  to  enforce  every  section  of  the  code 
of  playing  rules  of  the  game,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  order 
any  player  or  captain  or  manager  to  do  or  omit  any  action  that 
he  may  deem  necessary  to  give  force  and  effect  to  the  laws  of  the 
game. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  any  legal  decision  of 
the  referee  (which  shall  cover  the  actual  playing  rules). 

Sec.  3.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  any  player  be  allowed 
to   dispute   a   decision   made  by   the   referee   in   which  only   one 
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error  of  judgment  is  involved;  and  no  decision  rendered  b}'  him 
shall  be  reversed,  except  it  be  plainly  shown  by  the  code  of  rules 
to  have  been  illegal ;  and  in  such  case  the  captain  alone  shall  be 
'allowed  to  make  the  appeal  for  reversal.  Players  appealing  to 
him  for  such  reversal  should  be  punished  by  his  calling  an 
offence  on  such  player  or  players. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  notify  both  captains  before  the  game,  and  in 
the  presence  of  each  other,  that  all  the  playing  rules  will  be 
impartially  enforced,  and  that  their  failing  to  co-operate  in  such 
enforcement  will  result  in  their  being  penalized,  and,  perhaps 
their  removal  from  the  game. 

Sec.  5.  Before  the  game  begins  the  referee  shall  see  that  the 
rules  governing  the  regulations  respecting  the  hall,  goals,  cage, 
and  all  materials  of  the  game  are  strictly  observed.  The  referee 
shall  ascertain,  before  the  commencement  of  the  game,  the  time 
for  beginning  and  other  arrangements  that  may  have  been  made 
by  the  captains  and  see  that  they  are  enforced. 

Sec.  6.  The  referee  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  entire 
game,  and  decide  when  a  goal  has  been  made  and  by  whom,  and 
to  what  team  it  belongs. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  the  ball  is  put  in  play  by  tossing  it  up,  the 
referee  shall  throw  it  in  a  plane  at  right  angles  to  the  side  of  the 
playing  space. 

Sec.  8.  The  referee  shall  not  only  call  ''play"  at  the  hour 
appointed  for  the  beginning  of  the  game,  but  also  announce  the 
winner  at  the  legal  conclusion  of  the  game. 

Sec.  9.  The  referee  shall  suspend  play  in  case  of  an  accident 
to  himself  or  to  a  player  which  for  the  time  incapacitates  him  or 
them  from  service  on  the  floor,  or  in  order  to  remove  from  the 
hall  any  spectator  or  player  who  has  violated  the  rules.  He  shall 
call  time  by  blowing  a  whistle. 

Sec.  id.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  upon  the  playing  floor 
(more  properly  designated  inside  of  cage)  during  the  progress 
of  the  game  in  addition  to  the  players  in  uniform  and  the  referee. 

Sec.  II.  He  shall  hold  the  home  team  responsible  for  the 
behavior  of  the  spectators ;  failure  to  keep  them  from  interfering 
with   the   progress   of   the   game   or    from   discourteous   conduct, 
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shall,  after  a  warning,  make  the  home  team  liable  to  forfeit  the 
game. 

Sec.  12.  In  case  any  doubt  on  any  point  in  the  mind  of  the 
referee  arising  from  intimidation  or  interfering  on  the  part  of 
the  spectators,  the  visiting  team  shall  have  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt. 

Sec.  13.  No  manager,  captain,  or  player,  during  the  progress 
of  the  game,  shall  use  indecent  or  improper  language  directed 
to  a  referee,  manager,  club  official  or  a  player.  A  violation  of  this 
should  constitute  as  an  offence  against  such  offender,  and,  if 
continued,  removal  from  hall  upon  complaint  of  offending  party 
to  home  management. 

Sec.  14.  When  the  referee's  whistle  sounds  simultaneously 
with  the  timekeeper's,  the  referee's  shall  take  precedence. 

Sec.  15.  The  referee's  term  of  office  shall  extend  from  the 
time  the  game  begins  until  it  is  concluded,  and  his  decision 
awarding  the  game  must  then  be  given.  Any  team  defaulting 
or  forfeiting  a  game  by  refusal  to  play  when  ordered  to  do  so 
by  the  referee  shall  l)e  reported  to  the  president  of  the  league, 
who  shall  fine  the  management  not  less  than  ten    ($10)    dollars. 

Sec.  16.  The  referee  shall  have  power  to  give  the  game  to  the 
visiting  team,  in  accordance  with  the  rules. 

Sec.   17.     The   referee   shall   disqualify  according  to  the   rules. 

Sec.  18.  The  referee  shall  call  all  offences,  and  have  absolute 
control  of  the  game  according  to  the  rules. 

Sec.  19.  The  referee  shall  notify  the  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  league  whenever  a  player  has  been  disqualified,  giving  the 
player's  name,  date,  phice.  name  of  team  and  nature  of  the 
offence   committed  by   said   player. 

Sec.  20.  Whenever  a  player  is  penalized  the  referee  shall  call 
time  by  blowing  a  whistle,  and  indicate  the  offender.  He  shall 
also   notify   the    scorer   of    the    player   penalized. 

Sec.  21.  Every  club  shall  furnish  sufficient  police  protection 
to  preserve  order  on  its  own  floor,  and  in  the  event  of  a  crowd 
entering  the  cage  during  the  progress  of  a  game  and  interfering 
with  a  play  in  any  manner,  the  visiting  team  must  appeal  to  the 
referee    to    order    the    floor    cleared,    and    if    this    is    not    done. 
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within   five    minutes    the   visiting   team   may    claim   and   shall   be 
entitled  to  the  game  by  the  score  of  4  to  0, 

RULE    XXII. 

SCORERS 

The  scorers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  managers  of  the  two 
teams,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  referee. 

RULE  XXIII. 

TIMEKEEPER 

Section  i.  The  timekeepers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  captains 
or  managers  of  the  two  teams,  who,  sitting  together,  shall  keep 
time. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  note  when  the  game  starts,  and  strike  a 
gong  at  the  expiration  of  twenty  mJnutes,  actual  playing  time, 
in  each  half,  the  gong  shall  terminate  the  periods;  and  not  the 
referee's  whistle. 

Sec.  3.  Time  consumed  by  stoppage  during  the  game  shall  be 
deducted  only  by  order  of  the  referee. 

Sec.  4.  The  timekeepers  that  have  been  appointed  by  the 
managers  of  the  two  opposing  teams  shall  sit  together  during 
the  progress  of  the  game,  and  only  one  regulation  watch  is  to  be 
used,  the  same  to  be  furnished  by  home  team ;  both  timers  to 
watch  the  same  watch  and  to  note  the  time  taken  out  by  each 
team ;  watch  to  be  laid  on  table  in  view  of  both  timekeepers.

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Standard  Policy 

A  Standard  Quality  must  be  inseparably  linked  to  a  Standard  Policy.
